HUO, to attack and d e -1 
stroy a German observation balloon. 
The attack was successful, and Reser­ 
vat sent the "dracheu” hauling 
to 
earth. 
But while he was diving on 
the balloon and destroying it four der- j 
man aeroplanes came up liehiiid bim 
and began riddling Ids map bine with 
bullets. 
Reservat was eight kilometers (four 
and eight-tenth miles) within the der- 
man lines and subjected uot only to 
the attacks of the four aviators, but to 
a grilling shell tire from anti-aircraft 
guns. 
Yet he did not lose hope of get­ 
ting back borne. 
Ile headed for the 
French lines with his four assailants 
after him, firing all the time. 
Reser- 
vat's machine gun was a fixed one aud 
could only be tired in the direction iii 
w hich his map bine w as headed.

ped Into the French lines. 
Reservat 
was put ou a train aud taken away to 
a German prison camp near Mu j once 
title German Mainz t 
Captivity was not agreeable to this 
eagle, who loved the free atr, and Res 
ervat at ouce began planning his es­ 
cape. 
Tbs ram p at M ayen ce was too 
well guarded, however. 
Then he was 
moved to NVeUburg. where the regime 
WU* even more strict. 
Seeiug that 
there was little hope of getting safely 
away from this camp, Reservat volute I 
tiered to go lo work lu a great agricul 
tuiul camp and succeeded lu tieing 
transferred to Giessen. 
Here there wus more freedom. 
The 
prisoners were even allowed an bour a 
day In which to go out into the little | 
village near by to purchase coffee aud 
other bits. 
Reservat made the ac- j 
qual ut a hee of au old peasant woman 
and. pretending that lie wished it aa a 
protection against the cold, asked her 1 
to sell him a civilian overcoat. 
The 
wouiaii consented to scil the coat on 
condition that it should be paid for 
with chocolate, tea, canned good* aud 
other edibles, which Reservat received 
In weekly parcels from France 
The 
exchange was made, aud the old worn- i 
au also sold a civilian coat to a young 
zouave sergeant, win* was to be Reser­ 
vat s comrade in tho dash for liberty. 
For several cakes of chocolate the 
scheming Frenchmen ak o bought from 
a servant girl two rough felt buts. 


Road Map In Parcel. 
Many months before one of the pris­ 
oners had received, bidden iii a p an el 
from France, a good road map of Ger­ 
many. 
Reservat 
anti 
hts comrade 
made a tracing of It. 
They also laid 
by a little store of chocolate, biscuit 
aud Canned 
fo o d s 
scut them 
from 
borne and dually, ou March 18, 11117, 
all was ready for the departure. T ak ­ 
ing advantage of a hulf hour's lateness 
in locking the door of their barracks, 
the two men skipped out in the dark­ 
ness and were en louie for liberty. 
Here are u few notes describing the 
journey, written by Reservat during 
the loug daylight hours in which he 
and his companion iuy hidden in thick­ 
ets or abandoned huts: 
"Departed at 8:15 the evening of 
March IU. HGT. and got away without 
incident. 
We took the route for Lim­ 
burg uud thought tok gaiu several kilo­ 
meters by cutting across through the 
woods. 
Aius, at the end of au hour 
and a half, we found ourselves lost In 
the forests! 
Finally We discovered the 
main road aud crossed the Lahu. Rain 
and an intense darkness 
Taking our 
direction northwest, we again got lost 
and walked without knowing where 
we weie going until ii a. in 
Then we 
Lu me to the edge of a large wood aud 
ikiuw d a thicket of small pines, where 
we lay down near the road. 
A ruiuy 
day, some snow. 
We are suffering 
from the co'd. 
"March lh).—We left our hiding place 
at 8 15 p 
in. aud set out toward a 
great light, which we thought must he 
the station at l.tiuburg. 
Berme arriv­ 
ing lieur this light we met a mail, who 
stopped and looked at us closely. 
We 


made haste to say good night to him, 
and he went on his way. 
We arrived 
at the city. 
Sad to say. it was not 
Limburg, and we could not make out 
the name of the place. 
We continued 
our march tow ard the northwest and 
finally found our correct road at Schul- 
hertz. 
A very d ark night, with a little 
min. 
We stopped at 6 a. m. and lay 
down on the edge of a wood. 
A very 
critical morning. 
A peasant came and 
cut wood at three yards from us. 
I 
will never understand how It happened 
that he did not see us. 
We changed 
our hiding place as Boon bs the peasant 
left and were more tranquil until the 
evening. 
A rainy, snowy day.” 


Had Narrow Escape. 
IteservHt told m e that a small boy 
was with the peasant who cut the 
wood and that ouce the peasant looked 
directly ut the place where the two 
Frenchmen were hidden, Haying some­ 
thing in German. 
Then he picked up 
his bundle of wood and with the child 
went away. The diary continues: 
"March 21. -D eparted at 9 a. rn. 
along the same road. 
I I Kin arriving 
at the first village we noticed that 
again we were wandering. 
We looked 
at our map. but unfortunately It wa* 
not very detailed, for this region was 
entirely left out o f our Itinerary, which 
had been made to leave from Giessen. 
W e tried vainly to And the right road 
Useless effort. 
So again we set off to­ 
ward the unknown, trusting in our 
good star. 
"W e passed through several villages 
and arrived, w ithout knowing It, at the 
gates of Limburg. Crossed part of the 
city without incident apart from meet­ 
ing several workmen aud found our : 
selves on the correct route, in tile d b ' 
reef ion of Bomi. 
"Murvli 22.—D eparture at 8.30 p. rn 
Fine weather. 
Marched without Inci­ 
dent until morning. 
We have stop­ 
ped in a wood of small pines, for it 
Is the best of hiding places, especial­ 
ly as since we left the prison camp 
we have not been discovered. 
It Is 
very cold, aud it waa not yet daylight 
when we stopped. 
We tried to warm 
ourselves by running up aud down the 
Mad. 
We were almon! caught by a 
civ n a n , whom we did not hear com­ 
ing. 
It took only one jump for us to 
penetrate into our wood, and we are 
resting tranquilly In our hiding place 


Reach Heights of Rhine. 


"M an h 24.—D eparture at 8:1b p. rn 
Good march. 
Lust our way shout 2 
a. rn., but found It again on the bauk* 
of the Rhine. 
Following the Rhine, 
we arrived at BeuL 
We decided to 
hide on the heights that overlook the 
Rhine. 
Were 
disillusioned 
by 
the 
woods we found there. 
Finally we 
discovered an abandoned stone quar­ 
ry, where we found a little hut. 
We 
entered, barricaded tho doors and have 
pua^>ed a moat exciting day. 
Are wor­ 
ried because of the children who have 
been playing around all day, and who 
se**rn to find it very strange that the 
hut is closed up. 
"Before dark we cam e out of our 
hiding place and watched the sun set 
from the banks of the Rhine, just like 
tourists. 
"March 2 6 —W e took our departure 
In very bad weather, snow and an icy 
rain. 
We are wet to the skin and have 
difficulty in walking. 
We got lost 
about 3 a. rn., but managed finally to 
stop near the point we had decided 
upon In advance 
We are sheltered In I 
a large wood of pities. but have been 
on the watch all day, because we are 
n e a r a large city. 
Are atli! wet to the 
skin, for It Is Impossible to dry our­ 
selves- 
A very bald and very cold 
day. 
"March 27.—En route at 8 p in. 
We 
pass the city of Dunn. 
After a little 
trouble we find our correct road. 
We 
follow it half the night, then, not to 
change our custom, we got kist. 


Comrade Want! to Give Up. 


"My comrade is again about to give 
up in despair, being completely demor­ 
alize! aud fatigued aud having a blis­ 
tered foot. 
"March 28.—We set out at 8 p. rn 
We find our route, not without trouble, 
and take the direction of the frontier. 
We stop at 2 p. rn. and rest., hidden, 
until l l p. rn. the following night. 
"March 29.—I (aperture at l l :30 p. rn. 
Bad weather, rain aud wind. 
We are 
happy to be able to drink raiu water. I 
We take the right road aud arrive near , 
our goal. 
About 2 a. rn. the sky became 
light. 
We find the polar atar, which 
leads us to freedom, Cutting across the 
fields we march for about eight kilo- 1 
meters, and when the auu rises we ; 
find ourselves in Holland, free and 
s a ved! 
We are tired out and dirty 
from head to foot.” 
The two soldiers were well received i 
at the frontier village aud rested three' 
days with a family of Belgian refugee*. I 
Thou they went lo Rotterdam, where 
they rested for a mouth. 
Crossing to j 
England, they finally reached Fra irs* on 
June 6. 
Both meu were still very tired j 
aud were granted a long period of re I 
imwe by the Ft coch war departm ent
